Water ; 


The  water  supplies  of  the  District  are  provided,  by  a 
series  of  small  iDivjed  supplies  and  to  a large  extent  by  individual 
private  shallow  wells.  The  Local  Authority  Ims  -provided  water  schemes 
in  the  parishes  of  Longtown,  Clifford  and  Dorstone.  In  addition,  there 
are  a fev/  small  private  piped  supplies,  these  utilise  small  springs. 

Lian}^  dwellings  ere  provided  v^ith  indLividual  wells.  There  are  also  a few 
public  wells. 

The  piped  schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Clifford,  Dorstone  and 
Longtovmi  utilise  springs  arising  upon  high  ground  and  feed  the  systems  by 
gra.vita.tion.  No  purification  plant  is  necessary  at  any  of  these  schemes, 
each  of  v/hich  supplies  a portion  of  the  parish.

The  v^ater  of  the  Clifford  scheme  is  somewhat  peaty  but 
none  of  the  waters  used  for  domestic  supply  v/ithin  the  area  appear  to 
ho. VC  any  appreciable  effect  upon  metails,  and  water  mains  are  usually  of 
gadvenised  iron.  There  is  one  stand  pipe  in  ase  on  the  Clifford  scheme. 

Ill  aiddition  to  these  piped  schemes  iDrovided  by  the  Local 
Authority  there  are  a number  of  other  sma.ll  piped  schemes  owned  by 
priva.tG  OTmers.  A list  of  the  more  important  of  those  was  given  in  the 
Ann.ua.1  Report  for  tho  year  1938 

In  addition  there  a.ro  ma.ny  private  shallow  wells  and  a few 
public  wells  in  use.  During  the  -hcx,  a piped  scheme  in  the  parish  of 
Kingstone  was  instadlod  to  supply  the  Royal  Air  Force  Aerodrome  at  I^adley, 
but  this  ha.s  been  of  little  use  to  the  inhabitants  up  to  the  present  time. 

Tho  various  supplies  appea.r  to  be  about  adequate  for  the 
somowlia.t  ILnitod  demand  existing  a.t  the  present  time,  except  in  the 
p-'crishes  of  Clifford,  Kingstone  and  IvJadley.  Shorta-ge  is  experienced 
in  fry  suiimiers  in  these  parishes,  but  the  shortage  D.t  Clifford  appears 
to  acmiit  of  a remedy  by  additional  works. 

Herwever,  I believe  that  the  present  water  consuiigation  per 
head  is  proba.bly  qjiitc  low  and  in  the  expected  development  likely  to  take 
pla.co,  the  demand  is  likely  to  increase.  It  seems  therefore  that  an 
augment  a.t  ion  of  water  supplies  will  be  necesso-iy  to  cover  parts  of  the 
area,  not  at  present  adequadoly  supplied  and  to  provide  for  the  antici- 
pated increased  demand  in  the  future.  The  development  of  new  supplies 
and  the  extension  of  existing  piped  supplies  apjpoars  to  offer  most  hope 
in  this  direction. 

The  Council  is  awaro  that  a comprehensive  piped  water  scheme 
for  the  whole  of  the  area  'nas  corta.in  advantages,  however,  as  the  District 
is  of  some  size  and  is  thinly  populated  the  cost  of  such  a scheme  v/culd 
be  very  high. 

Owing  to  the  la.rge  nui'abor  of  soporate  suiaialios,  control  of 
the  qua.lity  of  the  vaater  in  use  for  potable  purposes  is  difficult.  An 
extension  of  piped  supiplies  v/ould  simplify  this  problem  to  some  extent. 
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\'!here  domestic  premises  are  connected  to  piped  supplies 
the  su'ply  is  usually  carried  into  the  dv/ellinp. 

Drainage  and  Sewer ape : - 


There  are  no  public  sowers  in  the  district  but  the  Air 
liinistry  have  provided  private  servers  and  disposal  works  in  connection 
with  the  Aerodrome  at  Ifadley, 


Durinr/  the  year,  difficulty  was  encountered  in  connection 
with  the  septic  tanlc  and  drainage  of  the  Council's  dwellings  at  Ewyas 
Harold.  A complete  nev/  scheme  was  found  to  be  necessary  in  order  to 
abate  nuisance.  This  v/ill  be  larovidod  as  soon  as  the  Local  Authority 
is  able  to  commence  t?ic  building  operations  required, 

A sQmov/hat  similar  difficult}*^  occurred  in  connection  vmth 
the  dwellings  at  Wellbrookside,  Pcterchurch.  Ultimately  a new  scheme 
will  be  necessfiry  but  this  cannot  be  undertaken  until  electricity  for 
pui'.iping  j)''-^^oscs  is  available,  Lloctricity  in  rural  areas  is  most 
useful  as  it  may  facilitate  the  provision  of  water  and  aev/age  disposal 
schemes. 

• During  the  year  21  existing  drains  v/ore  renewed  and  1A  new 

drains  'were  constructed  as  a result  of  action  by  the  Department. 

In  connection  vrith  industrial  premises,  12  new  v/ater  closets 
and  a urinal  v/ore  provided. 

Divers  and  Strcaris:  -* 

These  were  kept  under  observation  throughout  the  year, 
and  roainto.incd  in  a cleanly  state  as  a result  of  informal  action.  Small 
streams  give  rise  to  most  trouble  in  this  respect  for  obvious  reasons.

Progress  in  dee.ling  with  housing  matters  was  nocessarily 
limited  by  the  difficulties  of  tho  change  from  wax  to  peaco.  Nevertheless, 
the  Council  was  able  to  e.dopt  e.  first  yeex  programme  of  post  war  house 
construction  and  to  a.pprovo  of  the*  plans  and  to  acquire  sites.  In 
raddition,  preliminary  progress  was  made  in  connection  v/ith  the  second 
year  programme. 

The  first  year  prograiimie  eventually  proposed  the  erection 
of  18  dwelling  houses,  2 in  each  of  the  jpexishes  of  Kingstone,  Kilpeck, 

4 in  Ocuch  of  the  parishes  of  Creep  and  Peterchurch  and  6 in  the  parish 
of  Dvjyas  liaxold. 

The  post  wa.r  d, veilings  are  a distinct  advance  upon  dwell- 
ings of  a snnilax  tyjpe  crcctod  between  the  two  vaars.  They  provide 
additional  comfort  and  amonitios,  and  havo  tho  ixdvantago  of  modem  con- 
struction a.nd  freedom  from  the  defects  which  arc  frequent  in  cottages  in 
rural  erects*  Unfortunately  tho  cost  of  the  construction  of  these  dwell- 
ings is  likely  to  bo  high. 

During  the  year  1943,  new  dwelling  houses  were  erected. 
Pour  Crxa.van  sites  ha.ve  been  brought  into  use  and  one  dvrolling  house 
divided  Into  tv/o.  separate  dv/ellings.

No  samples  of  any  food  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination,  andno  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  to  the 
Department  at  any  time  during  the  year. 


The  number  of  separate  i^remises  registered  with  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926,  is  fairly  large,  and  as 
these  are  scattered  throughout  the  District  the  amount  of  supervision 
is  limited  by  the  resources  of  the  Department.

SECTION  F.  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTRpL  OVUn  INFECTIOUS  DISBASH: 

Notifiable  Disease: - 

The  figures  quoted  below  refer  to  civilians  only. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  showed  an  inorcase 
upon  the  same  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Altogether,  there  were  78 
notifications  received  compared  v/ith  48  for  the  year  1944.  The  most 
prevalent  infection  was  measles,  51  notifications  being  received  within 
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the  first  half  of  the  yoer.  If  this  nuriber  is  deducted  from  the  total, 
other  notifiable  disease  rave  rise  to  only  2?  notifications. 

After  measles,  scarlet  fever  v/as  the  most  prevalent 
infection  accounting  for  12  notifico.tions.  The  remaining  notifications 
Yv'ore  due  to  diphtheria  1 , v/hooping  cough  1 , end  acute  pneumonia  7.

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It  will  bo  seen  that  measles  was  most  frequent  in  the 
first  quarter  and  it  died  out  towards  the  end  of  the  second  quarter. 

More  males  vrcre  affected  than  females. 

Scarlet  fever  oommoncod  in  the  first  quarter  and  increased 
very  slowly  until  it  reached  a maxijnum  of  7 cases  in  the  third  quarter 
v/hen  it  diminilshed  almost  entirely  quite  suddenly.  Females  were  affected 
in  10  inst^finccs.  Four  cases  occurred  in  the  children  of  one  household, 
and  'two  cases  in  another  household.  No  connection  was  established 
bet^Toen  cases  in  different  houses. 

The  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  a child  v/ho  travelled 
into  the  JJistrict.  In  my  opinion,  the  infection  had  been  contracted  in 
another  area  as  the  patient  v/as  suffering  from  symptoms  upon  arrival. 

So  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  the  child  had  not  previously  been 
imi-.u.iniscd.  There  v/as  no  spread  of  infection.

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The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  treated  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  at  the  Stretton  Sugwas  Hospital  has  in  recent 
years  tended  to  fall.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  lower  incidence  of 
diphtheria,  for  few  cases  of  this  disease  can  be  nxirsed  in  the  homo 
v/ith  safety.  Another  factor  is  the  mildness  of  the  prevailing  scarlet 
fever. 

The  mortality  from  infectious  disease  was  insignificant, 
only  2 persons  (1  male  and  1 female)  died  from  sacute  |)noumonia. 
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The  efficiency  of  notificc.tlon  of  infectious  disease  is  good, 
and  there  is  good  co-operation  'botvirocn  t?ic  Medical  Practitioners  and 
the  Dcpartrient. 


Diphtheria  Tjninunisat  ion : - 

The  Council's  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children 
under  15  years  of  a^c  free  of  charge  continued  to  function  quite  -well. 
Almost  all  the  immunisation  is  carried  out  hy  the  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  District  and  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority,  I have  to  acknowledge 
the  Excellent  work  which  the  doctor's  have  carried  out.  Not  only  do 
the  doctor  s co.rry  out  the  injections,  but  frequently  they  arc  able  to 
arlviso  parents  of  the  value  of  the  trec.tmcnt  and  secure  consent  which 
would  otter  wise  not  be  obtained. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  who  have 
completed  a course  of  diphtheria  propliy lactic  during  the  year  according 
to  ago  group.

co-urso  of  Diphtheria  prophylactic,  j do  not  regard  this  percentage 
figure  as  being  satisfacto2:y.  It  is  possible  that  the  actual  figure  of 
565^  is  an  understatenKsnt  of  the  faots,  for  a number  of  chilclnen  ma;5k  have 
received  co^^lcte  treatment  for  whan  the  Dox^artmont  has  no  record.  If  a 
figure  of  is  added  to  allow  for  this,  the  total  then  becomes  6o;'j,  so 
that  40^  of  the  susceptible  x>oxaulation  Is  still  subject  to  the  grave  risk 
of  diphtheria,  I think  it  is  unlikely  that  more  than  of  the  children 
will  receive,  treatment  and  until  this  is  achieved  I cannot  regard  the 
necessary  degree  of  protection  os  being  sa.tisfactory.

Two  eases  of  scabies  vrcre  notified  to  the  Department 
during  the  yeari  It  is  x^rob able  that  this  roT^rosented  only  a fraction 
of  the  true  incidcncei  One  difficully  v/hich  hampers  prevention  ,is  of 
course  the  inadequacy  of  wa.tcr  suxoplios  and  absence  of  bathrooms  in 
dwellings. 
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Tuberculosis: - 


At  the  end  of  1944  there  v/ere  33  cases  of  tuberculosis 
on  the  Ro roister,  22  |)ulnionrjry  ojid  11  non-pulmoneu’y.  During  the  year 
1945  1 8 cases  wore  added  to  the  Register^  15  pulmonou’y  end  3 non-xeulraoneory , 
of  these?  11  piilmonouy  and  3 non-pulnonrny  were  with  respect  to  new  cases* 
During  the  yoe-r  11  cases  wore  removed  from  the  Register,  9 pulmonary  and 
2 non-pulmonary,  end  on  the  31  st  December  1945>  40  co.sos  remained  on  the 
Register,  28  pulnoneiry  and  12  non-pulmonary.
